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Man toting AK-47 walks Bypass 
to protest Zimmerman verdict 

No charges after deputies check out, release man who parked at church

A Lawrenceburg man was 
checked out by deputies and 
released late Tuesday morning 
after he told them he was “protest- 
ing what is going on in Florida” 
while carrying an AK-47 rifle and 


walking north on US 127 Bypass 
about a mile south of Kroger. 

Dressed on black clothing 
despite the 90-degree heat around 
11:30 a.m., the man was not carry¬ 
ing any protest signs, but deputies 
said his objections stemmed from 
the ongoing strife that resulted 


from George Zimmerman’s not 
guilty verdict Saturday night in 
Sanford, Fla. 

Deputies with the Anderson 
County Sheriff’s Office were dis¬ 
patched when passing motorists

Bowman goes Texas 
to be with family 
of slain police officer

The police officer 
gunned down in a shootout 
Saturday in Killeen, Texas, 
was the nephew of a Law¬ 
renceburg business owner. 

Danny Bowman, owner 
of Danny’s Barber Shop on 
Main Street, said Monday 
that he was about to board 
a plane to Texas, said the 
officer was his sister’s son, 
and that other than what 
he’d read online, he had 
few details about what 
occurred. 

His nephew has been 
identified as Robert Horn¬ 
sby, a father of two who 
responded to a 911 call 
about a man with a gun 
threatening to kill neigh¬ 
bors in an apartment com¬ 
plex, according to a report 
filed by United Press Inter¬ 
national. 

Another officer was 
injured in the incident and 
the alleged gunman was 
killed during an exchange 
of gunfire with police, 
according to reports. 

According to the Associ¬ 
ated Press, Killeen tactical 
officers went to the apart¬ 
ment complex about mid¬ 
night Saturday after a man 
was reported threatening 
people in the pool with a 
gun. 

Bowman, a native of 
Wolfe County, said Horn¬ 
sby lived in Texas for the 
majority of his life. He said 
his sister’s husband was 
the first to bring a Golden 
Corral restaurant franchise 
to Kentucky, before buying 
several of the restaurants 
and moving to Texas.

Judge says 
pipeline not 
welcome here 


Conway cites numerous 
landowner complaints

Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway 
has one simple message for the company 
planning to build a pipeline to transport 
natural gas through Anderson County: 
Stay out! 

Conway said Monday that he has 
delivered that message to a representa¬ 
tive of the firm working on the proposed 
Bluegrass Pipeline that would cut a swath 
through

through their property.

adding that his primary reason is negative 
feedback from affected landowners. 

“I know I’ve got at least 50 phone calls, 
and seven or eight people have come into 
my office,” Conway said. “I’m yet to have 
one person say they want that gas line to 
come through their property. 

“They just don’t want it.” 

Asked how the company representative 
responded, Conway said the person asked 
if he could at least set up a public meeting 
about the pipeline. 

Conway, who readily acknowledges 
that neither he nor the Anderson County 
Fiscal Court have legal authority to keep 
the pipeline from being built here, said 
that meeting is scheduled for sometime in 
August, but no date or location has been 
set. 

“I told him I wanted to know at least 
three weeks ahead of time,” Conway said, 
adding that he wants notices placed three 
consecutive weeks in The Anderson News 
Extra along with two consecutive editions

called 911 when they saw the 
man with the rifle with what 
appeared to be a 100-round 
ammunition drum attached. 

The Anderson News witnessed 
three deputies approach the man, 
who was asked to hand over the 
rifle while deputies inspected it 
and tried to determine if he was 
violating any laws. Deputies later 
said the rifle was not loaded, and 
that the man had no outstanding 


warrants. 

Within 10 minutes, a deputy 
gave the man a ride back to his 
car, which was parked at Ander¬ 
son Christian Church. 

Sheriff Troy Young said his 
deputies did exactly what they 
were supposed to do under the 
circumstances. 

“We recognize that people 
have the right to open carry 
firearms,” Young said later that 
day. “But we also recognize that a 
person carrying a firearm while 
walking on the Bypass can be an 
alarming situation. 

“The deputies did the respon¬ 


sible thing, checked him out to 
make sure the public was safe 
and released him.” 

The Anderson News chose 
not to release the man’s name 
because he was not charged with 
any crime. 

Protests flared in cities across 
the nation following Zimmer¬ 
man’s not guilty verdict in the 
shooting of 17-year-old Trayvon 
Martin last year in Florida.

of The Anderson News to allow 
anyone interested a chance to 
attend. 

Conway said those ads would 
be placed at the company’s 
expense, not the fiscal court’s. 

Conway said he also disputes 
whether the company has the 
power of eminent domain. 

“I asked him about that,” Con¬ 
way said of his conversation last 
Friday. 

“As I understand it, they don’t, 
but he says there is a [statute] 
and that they think they do.” 

Asked what specific objections 
landowners have discussed with 
him, Conway said the concerns 
vary. 

“One gentlemen has 100 acres 


of woods that have not been 
touched in 65 years,” he said. 

“And that pipeline is scheduled 
to go right through his woods. 

“Others don’t want it because 
that gas has no smell but it stays 
down in valley areas and could 
make people sick or even cause a 
death.” 

Conway fumed over a month 
ago at the lack of information 
he has been provided about the 
pipeline, saying he was promised 
information but received almost 
nothing. 

The 500-mile Bluegrass Pipe¬ 
line is being built as a partner¬ 
ship project between Williams, an 
energy infrastructure company, 
and Boardwalk Pipeline Partners 
and will connect to Boardwalk’s 
Texas Gas Transmission system 
in Hardinsburg. 

The 150-mile stretch of the 
Bluegrass Pipeline that runs 


through Kentucky crosses 13 
counties - including Franklin 
and Anderson counties where 
it comes very close to the south- 
eastern-most corner of Shelby 
County near the Graefenburg, 
Waddy, Harrison ville and South- 
ville areas - before ending in 
Breckenridge County where it 
meets up with the current line. 

The Bluegrass Pipeline will 
carry natural gas liquids, which 
is separated from natural gas 
through processing or cycling 
plants. NGLs include propane, 
butane and ethane among others 
and are valuable as a separate 
product. 

Once completed, the pipe¬ 
line could transport as much as 
400,000 barrels of product each 
day.

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Local man busted 
for burglary, again 

Suspect back behind bars after serving five years in prison

A Lawrenceburg man 
with a long history of 
burglary and drug con¬ 
victions is back behind 
bars. 

Wil¬ 
liam “Bill” 

Crawford, 

44, of 
707 West 
Broadway 
was indict¬ 
ed earlier 
this month 
after being 
arrested on charges that 
include second-degree 
burglary, tampering 
with physical evidence, 
theft by unlawful tak¬ 
ing and third-degree 
criminal mischief, 
according to documents 
on file in Anderson Cir¬ 
cuit Court. 

He is being held on 
a $10,000 cash bond 
and is scheduled to be 
arraigned July 23 in 
Anderson Circuit Court. 

Detective Bryan 
Taylor of the Anderson 
County Sheriff’s Office 
said Crawford’s arrest 
is the result of several 
months of “extensive” 
investigation that 
included help from vic¬ 
tims. 

“Number one was the 
help of citizens,” Taylor 
said. “One thing led to 
another and we were 
able to get a confession.” 

Taylor said Crawford 


stole “odd” items. 

“It was items that are 
not regularly stolen,” 
Taylor said. “Antique 
things and that type of 
stuff.” 

Crawford was 
released from prison in 
2011 after serving five 
years of a 13-year prison 
sentence for a variety 
of charges that included 
assaulting a deputy and 
trying to take away her 
firearm while being 
interrogated. 

He was also sentenced 
on a variety of burglary 
charges that included 
stealing a firearm as 
well as a host of drug- 
related charges for 
possession of Oxycon- 
tin, according to court 
records. 

Crawford pleaded 
guilty and was sen¬ 
tenced to five years 
probation in August of 
2006, but was sent to 
prison just one month 
later after probation 
and parole notified the 
judge that he failed a 
drug test, court docu¬ 
ments said. 

It was later learned 
that the drug test had 
been diluted, and Craw¬ 
ford told his probation 
officer that he had used 
heroin. 

During the time lead¬ 
ing up to his guilty plea, 
Crawford wrote a series 
of letters to the Circuit 
Court judge, blaming 


what he said was his 
addiction to Oxycontin 
on depression and other 
factors. 

He wrote that on the 
day of his arrest in 2005 
at his mother’s house, 
he had just returned 
to Lawrenceburg after 
using drugs. 

“I had just gotten in 
from Louisville after 
being high on Oxycon¬ 
tin and smoking crack 
with four strippers,” 
Crawford wrote in one 
of the letters on file in 
Circuit Court. 

He claimed that 
moments before his 
arrest, he swallowed 
two Oxycontin pills and 
didn’t remember try¬ 
ing to steal the deputy’s 
gun while being inter¬ 
rogated at the sheriff’s 
office. 

He also claimed in 
the letters that he didn’t 
actually steal the items 
he was charged with 
stealing, which included 
a large-screen plasma 
TV and a handgun. 

“It seems the deputies 
have me on tape saying 
I stole the stuff, but the 
truth is there is a crime 
syndicate in Louisville 
that I just happen to be 
associated with. 

“This came about 
because of my addiction 
to Oxycontin.”

Four to be arraigned on heroin charges

Four people are scheduled to be 
arraigned next Tuesday on heroin 
and other drug-related 
charges. 

Bruce and Melissa 
Taylor, 119 East Mul¬ 
berry St., Apt. 3, Leba¬ 
non were charged May 
3 following a traffic stop 
May 3 at the intersec¬ 
tion of US 127 Bypass 
and Highway 62 in Law¬ 
renceburg. 

Police reports show that they were 
pulled over on a seat belt violation 
and that Bruce Taylor told the arrest¬ 
ing officer that he was driving on a 
suspended license. 

A search of the vehicle resulted 
in officers finding a syringe located 
between the vehicle’s seats, along 
with two packages of what officers 


said was synthetic marijuana, pre¬ 
scription drugs and a Mt. Dew can 
used for “cooking” the heroin, accord¬ 
ing to police reports. 

Also scheduled to be 
arraigned are Donnie 
L. Baker of Whitesburg 
and Jarrod T. Baker of 
Lexington. 

Each is charged with 
first-degree possession 
of heroin. Jarrod Baker 
is also charged with 
tampering with physical evidence, 
evading police, possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance, drug parapherna¬ 
lia, DUI, operating on a suspended 
license and disorderly conduct. 

Donnie Baker is charged also 
charged with possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance, possession of syn¬ 
thetic marijuana and prescription not 
in original container.

A public lesson 
in school taxes 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

Here’s something most of you (and I suspect at least sev¬ 
eral members of the school board) don’t know. 

By the end of next year, local property tax revenue for the 
school district will have increased by an estimated $612,000 since 
2009, a whopping 9 percent jump at a time most 
folks are happy to simply avoid getting their hourly 
wages slashed. 

Here’s how: Since 2009, the district’s property tax 
rate has remained unchanged at $5.52 per $1,000 of 
assessed value. But thanks to growth in the county’s 
overall tax base, that rate has generated an addition¬ 
al $190,000 for the school district, with every dime 
coming at the expense of local taxpayers. 

To that amount add $200,000, which is the local 
tax revenue increase unanimously approved by the 
school board earlier this year. 

Next add $222,000, the amount of tax revenue the 
school board will receive each year from the new 
Wild Turkey bottling plant when it’s added to next 
year’s property tax roll. 

Let’s review: $190,000 plus $200,000 plus $222,000 equals 
$612,000 — a 9 percent revenue increase since 2009. 

Pretty simple, right? 

No, I’m not some mathematics savant with a secret data trove 
available only to pesky newspaper columnists. This information 
is readily available at the local PVA office, should anyone care to 
dispute these figures. 

I point all of this out for a couple of reasons, not the least of 
which is that I sincerely doubt any of these figures will be dis¬ 
cussed when the school board sets its 2014 tax rate in the coming 
weeks. 

Of the three increases ($190,000, $200,000 and $222,000), the 
middle one is a real head scratcher. Earlier this year the school 
board voted unanimously to increase its property tax revenue 
by $200,000 — the maximum allowed by law without the possi¬ 
bility of being recalled by a public referendum. 

When they set and almost certainly raise property tax rates 
later this summer, board members and administrators will 
argue that they had to take such a large increase due to cuts 
in state funding. They’ll argue, too, that it’s the first time since 
2009 they’ve raised the tax rate. 

It’s true that the school district’s state funding has decreased, 
but don’t blame that on state government which, according to 
Gov. Beshear, has fully funded SEEK in recent years. The reason 
for the cut is based on a dwindling student population, which, 
according to recent census data, comes at a time when Anderson 
County’s overall population continues to grow. 

Apparently state officials figure that fewer students require 
fewer dollars, a surprising and somewhat unexpected leap 
toward common sense coming from that bunch. 

It’s true, too, that the board hasn’t raised its tax rate since 
2009, but had it not maxed out its revenue increase this year, 
revenue by the end of next year would still have increased near¬ 
ly 6 percent — not bad over a five-year span and certainly more 
than the rate of salary increase for teachers, a fact I’m willing to 
bet they didn’t know. 

They do now, and so do you. 

S peaking of not knowing... 

Quick: Which of these county wide taxing districts — fire, 
library, health, fiscal court, schools — actually had an over¬ 
all property tax revenue decrease between 2009 and 2012? 

No, it wasn’t the woebegone health department that now 
must fear its tax rate could be nixed by the fiscal court. 

Surprisingly it is the library, thanks to a momentary lapse 
into sanity last year when trustees lowered the tax rate from 88 
cents to 86 cents. 

Since 2009, the library’s overall property tax revenue is down 
about $6,000. Yes, that’s a drop in the bucket and not nearly 
enough for a taxing district that continues to pile up cash at a 
disgusting rate, but I believe in giving credit where credit is due. 

Good job, library trustees. Keep up the almost good enough 
work. 

What about the others, you say? 

The Extension district is the real champion of taxpayers, eas¬ 
ily surpassing the library’s wink at frugality. Since 2009, its prop¬ 
erty tax revenue is down nearly $23,000. 

The fiscal court, thanks to a tax rate increase of nearly 6 per¬ 
cent since 2009, has increased local property tax revenue about 
$115,000. 

The health department is up about $15,000 despite not raising 
its tax rate during that time. 

The fire district (which doesn’t include the city of Lawrence- 
burg) is up about $70,000 — which will help replace crumbling 
and badly needed fire halls so find something else to complain 
about.

Beware of the summertime grinches

When 
the summer gardens began 
to bear fruit, as they say, it 
was definitely like Christ¬ 
mas.

Reaping all the benefits 
of the garden is really good 
for us.

nourishment that comes 
with all the work. Yup. It’s 
like Christmas. 

Unfortunately, we have 
a little garden grinch prob¬ 
lem. I’ve gotten several calls 
and e-mails asking about 
spotted, yellow leaves on the 
tomatoes. The leaves start 
yellowing from the bottom 
of the plant and spread up. 
It’s Septoria Leaf spot. 

The weather has made 
our tomato plants vul¬ 
nerable to catching it 
and it comes in on rain, 
wind, seeds and other pot¬ 
ted plants that you have 
brought into your land¬ 
scape. You can use a sulfur 
or copper spray. Safer is a 
brand I use. Use gloves to 
remove affected leaves and 
then apply every seven-10 
days. Always read the label. 

Another grinch is creep¬ 
ing onto the roses.

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Stop swindlers from targeting seniors 


P rotect yourself and 
your family from 
becoming victims of 
elder financial abuse. 

Information 
for this column 
comes from 
MetLife Mature 
Market Insti¬ 
tute. In coop¬ 
eration with 
Virginia Tech 
and the Nation¬ 
al Committee 
for the Preven¬ 
tion of Elder 
Abuse, MetLife 
has completed 
a study of Elder 
Financial Abuse — Crimes 
of Occasion, Desperation 
and Predation Against 
America’s Elders. 

The purpose of this col¬ 
umn is to increase aware¬ 
ness of elder financial 
abuse, symptoms, safety 
and what you can do to pro¬ 
tect your family. I encour¬ 
age you to read the entire 
study. 

Your best approach is to 
have an open discussion 
about elder financial abuse 
before any issues appear in 
your family. Discuss these 
concerns with the senior 
and other family. Begin the 
conversation before there 


is a reason to be concerned 
about mental and emo¬ 
tional abilities to manage 
financial affairs. 

This article is not legal 
advice. You may want to 
consult with an attorney 
on matters of a will and a 
durable power of attorney. 
The next step is to organize 
legal and financial docu¬ 
ments together and review 
these documents yearly to 
make sure they still reflect 
the wishes of the senior 
family member. 

Be aware that strang¬ 
ers are the perpetrators of 
elder financial abuse about 
51 percent of the time, fol¬ 
lowed by family, friends 
and neighbors (34 percent), 
companies (12 percent), and 
Medicare and Medicaid 
fraud (4 percent). Interest¬ 
ingly, Medicare and Med¬ 
icaid fraud results in the 
highest average loss. 

Women are twice as 
likely as men to be victims 
of elder financial abuse, 
with most being between 
the ages of 80 and 89, living 
alone, and requiring some 
help with either health 
care or home maintenance. 
Nearly 60% of perpetrators 
were men, mostly between 
the ages of 30 and 59. 


Some warning signs 
of financial exploitation 
include: 

Lack of affordable com¬ 
forts in the elder’s home 
Uncharacteristic exces¬ 
sive gifts or financial reim¬ 
bursements for needed care 
including companionship 
Caregiver has control of 
the senior’s money but fails 
to provide adequately for 
the senior 

The older adult has 
signed property transfers, 
including power of attorney 
or will but doesn’t seem to 
understand what the trans¬ 
action means 

Excessive use of ATM 
cards and credit cards 
Unexplained disappear¬ 
ance of valuables 

Assure the family mem¬ 
ber that they don’t have to 
be pressured into making 
an immediate decision. Pres¬ 
sure is a sure sign that you 
need to say no. Remind your 
family members that if 
something sounds too good 
to be true, then it most like¬ 
ly is. They shouldn’t provide 
bank account, credit card 
or Social Security numbers 
to anyone who initiates the 
call or solicits. There are 
legitimate reasons to pro-

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vide such information but it should 
come from the senior’s request for 
goods or services. 

Help seniors deal with fraudulent 
telemarketers. Tell them that it isn’t 
rude to hang up when a solicitor calls. 


They can say “I’m not interested” 
and hang up. Encourage your family 
member to never say “yes” to any¬ 
thing, including if you are the person 
the caller asks for. Misleading phone 
recordings have been made that have 
the speaker saying “yes” to something 
else. The recording is then used in 
court to say that the individual did 
confirm that they wanted the goods 


or services provided. 

Individuals with cognitive impair¬ 
ments, such as dementia or Alzheim¬ 
er’s disease, are especially vulnerable 
to financial abuse. If you observe 
changes in functioning, it’s impor¬ 
tant to explore what is causing these 
changes. Discuss this with your fam¬ 
ily members and then follow up with 
a doctor to evaluate these changes. 


Become aware of family finances 
and discuss financial safety issues 
before there is a problem. This is good 
education for everyone regardless of 
age.

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dreaded black spot is darkening rose 
leaves everywhere. It’s a fungi that 
floats in on the air and then deposits 
the spores onto the leaves. Get a pen¬ 
cil; the cure comes in steps. 

First, do some pruning to increase 


airflow. The faster the leaves dry, the 
less chance of getting the spread. Sec¬ 
ond, lay down some mulch to prevent 
water splashing up from the ground 
when you water. Finally, mix up a 
batch of baking soda spray. 

Put 1 tablespoon of baking soda, 

2 tablespoons of vegetable oil and 1 
teaspoon of liquid soap (not detergent 
or antibacterial) into a gallon jug of 


water. Shake and then pour into a 
spray bottle and spray all your leaves 
and stems thoroughly. Do this only in 
the morning before the sun gets hot. 
Repeat every 14 days or more if the 
rain washes it off. 

Now, I’m going out to pick. Early 
morning is the best time to harvest 
your vegetables. Get that physical 
work out of the way so you can enjoy 


the lightning bugs later. Besides, by 
the time the sun goes down I’m ready 
to go with it. Now, if I could only talk 
the dogs into it. Hope springs eternal. 
Happy Growing.

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Curbside pickup of recyclables ends Aug. 2 


New system will provide bins at schools, other locations

Free residential curbside 
pickup of recyclables will end 
Aug. 2, members of the Anderson 
County Fiscal Court’s “green” 
committee said during its meet¬ 
ing Monday night. 

The committee also revealed 
that recycling bins will be in 
place at each of the five public 
school buildings by Aug. 12, along 
with Kroger, Walmart, Glensboro 
Baptist Church and at the inter¬ 
section of Highways 749 and 62. 

Once in place, residents will 
no longer have their recyclables 
picked up at the curb, and are 
asked to transport them to one of 
the bins. 

Businesses utilizing the coun¬ 
ty’s free recycling pickup service 
will not be affected. 

Around 1,200 of the county’s 
9,500 households are signed up 
for curbside pickup, about 850 of 
which are within city limits. Fif¬ 
ty-two businesses are also signed 
up for the service, according to 
documents distributed during 
Monday’s meeting. 

The transition was discussed 
Monday night when committee 


members met in the county’s 
new recycling building, located 
on Versailles Road. 

The building is not yet opera¬ 
tional and must be finished by 
Aug. 31 to be in compliance with 
a state grant that helped launch 
the county’s new recycling 
model, according to Judge-Execu¬ 
tive John Wayne Conway. 

“[State officials] were kind 
enough to grant a two-month 
extension, but that’s it,” Conway 
said while telling committee 
members that electric and gas 
service are currently being 
installed and that he expects to 
meet the deadline. 

The committee discussed sev¬ 
eral ways to kick off the changes, 
including advertising and by 
having a presence during upcom¬ 
ing events that include the sher¬ 
iff’s office’s Cops and Rodders 
car show July 27, and the annual 
backpack giveaway at the middle 
school July 25. 

Committee member and 
school district employee Ron¬ 
nie Fields volunteered to use 
the district’s automated phone 
call system to alert what he said 
are about 3,500 families of the 


changes. 

“It’s not just about having the 
[recycling] containers around,” 
said committee Chairman David 
Steedly. Ht’s about having a pres¬ 
ence.” 

The end to curbside pickup 
isn’t the only change on its way. 
The fiscal court earlier this sum¬ 
mer voted to start charging 5 
cents per pound for items placed 
in the county’s compactor, along 
with yard debris and brush. 

Conway said the fiscal court 
was scheduled to review bids on 
a set of scales that will be used to 
weigh materials before they are 
placed in the compactor or the 
debris pile — both of which are 
located near the county’s high¬ 
way facility on Versailles Road. 

Conway stressed that other 
items, including recyclables, 
appliances, carpet and tires will 
still be accepted at no charge, 

Conway said more excavat¬ 
ing needs to be done at the new 
recycling building to keep water 
from running toward it, and 
that asphalt will need to be laid, 
pending the approval of the fis¬ 
cal court.

Readers: Media, not Zimmerman or Martin, should be on trial 


Anderson County residents react to verdict for 2012 shooting of teen

The media are guilty, 
not George Zimmerman 
or Trayvon Martin. 

Few Anderson 
County residents, when 
asked, declared George 
Zimmerman, a 29-year- 
old former neighbor¬ 
hood watch volunteer, 
guilty or innocent of the 
charges brought against 
him for the fatal shoot¬ 
ing of Florida teen Tray¬ 
von Martin. 

The media outlets 
covering the trial in 
the months following 
Martin’s death, however 
— there’s no question of 
their guilt, according to 
several Anderson News 
readers. 

April Hensler and 
Ellen Shifflett, friends 
and co-workers on their 
way into Walmart on 
Monday afternoon, said 
they disagree about last 
Saturday’s verdict of the 
Zimmerman trial. 

Six female jurors lis¬ 
tened to three weeks of 
testimony regarding the 
February 2012 incident 
in which Zimmerman 
shot Martin as the latter 
headed to his home in 
a gated community in 
Sanford, Fla. 

News reports of Mar¬ 
tin’s death and the sub¬ 
sequent investigation 
of Zimmerman quickly 
led to heated discussion 
across the country about 
Florida’s “Stand Your 
Ground” law, gun laws 
and racial profiling. 

Shifflett said she 
agrees with the jury’s 
decision (given after 16 
hours of deliberation 
over two days) to find 
Zimmerman not guilty 
of second-degree mur¬ 
der and manslaughter.

Arraignment 
set for alleged 
pot mailers

The Lawrenceburg 
woman who alleg¬ 
edly allowed 8 pounds 
of marijuana to be 
mailed to her home 
in exchange for crack 
cocaine is scheduled to 
be arraigned next Tues¬ 
day in Anderson Circuit 
Court. 

Diana L. Hart of 303 
Vail Drive was charged 
with trafficking mari¬ 
juana in April when a 
postal inspector tracked 
a large box to her home 
that was mailed from 
an address in California. 

The post office alert¬ 
ed the Lawrenceburg 
Police Department, 
which arrested Hart 
and Lexington resident 
Tenisha Y. Higgins. 

Both are charged with 
trafficking marijuana, 
over 5 pounds, a Class C 
felony. 

Hart allegedly 
allowed the package to 
be mailed to her address 
in exchange for the 
crack, which police said 
was for “her personal 
use.” 

Armed with a search 
warrant, police searched 
Hart’s home and found 
the box, which con¬ 
tained eight packages 
of marijuana that had 
been shrink-wrapped 
and covered in dryer 
sheets to hide the odor. 

In his citation, officer 
Josh Satterly wrote that 
he observed Hart con¬ 
tact Higgins on a speak¬ 
er phone and told her to 
come get the package. 

Satterly said the 
two agreed to meet in 
the West Park Shop¬ 
ping Plaza. He said that 
when Higgins arrived, 
she pulled up next to 
Hart, had a brief con¬ 
versation before both 
left and met in the 
parking lot of a nearby 
gas station. 

Once there, Satterly 
said that Hart signaled 
to Higgins to flee. 


thought otherwise. 

“I think [Zimmer¬ 
man] should have been 
found guilty... he was 
following the kid,” she 
said, expressing skepti¬ 
cism about the injuries 
Zimmerman sustained 
in his reported scuffle 
with the 17-year-old 
Martin. 

But both said the 
media were guilty of 
heightening racial ten¬ 
sions unnecessarily, and 
that continued news 
coverage — should Zim¬ 
merman be involved 
in a future civil suit or 
face federal charges — 
will only lead to more of 
the same. 

“And that’s all they’re 
still doing,” Shifflett 
said of media focus on 
race. 

According to a report 
from USA Today pub¬ 
lished Monday, the 
Justice Department will 
be reviewing evidence 
from the FBI and Zim¬ 
merman’s criminal trial 
to determine it will 
bring federal civil rights 
charges against Zimmer¬ 
man, and that a federal 
civil rights investigation 
is ongoing. The family 
of Martin could also 
bring a civil suit against 
Zimmerman following 
the end of Zimmerman’s 
criminal trial. 

“They need to stop 
making it a race war,” 
Shifflett said of news 
outlets. “If the media 
would stop, there 
wouldn’t be all this 


debate about it.” 

Perhaps the media 
shouldn’t have reported 
on Martin’s shooting 
and Zimmerman’s trial 
at all, Shifflett said, and 
at the very least, stop 


bringing so much atten¬ 
tion to race altogether. 

“Murders happen all 
the time, unfortunately. 
What was the reason¬ 
ing behind blowing [the 
Zimmerman-Martin 
case] up, just this one?” 
Shifflett said. 

“The thing is, nobody 
knows what happened 
except [Zimmerman and 
Martin],” Shifflett con¬ 
tinued. “There’s stuff 
that’s more important 
that needs to be cov¬ 
ered.” 

John Wells, who com¬ 
mented on The Ander¬ 
son News’ Facebook 
page, said it seemed 
to him that the main¬ 
stream media use stories 
like the Zimmerman 


trial to distract from 
other serious issues fac¬ 
ing the country. 

“My reaction is that I 
was not on the jury, I did 
not hear the arguments 
nor see the evidence,” 
Wells said in the first 
of many comments 


posted to The Anderson 
News’ Facebook page. 
“All I know is what the 
media has reported, and 
it seems to me that the 
media has done nothing 
more that stir up racial 
tension. So for me to say 
the jury is correct or 
incorrect would make 
my decision a very 
uninformed one.” 

Other Facebook com- 
menters sided with the 
prosecution, who main¬ 
tained that Zimmerman 
was a “wannabe cop” 
who suspected Martin 
was a criminal, pursued 
then killed him. The 
defense maintained 
Zimmerman acted in 
self-defense, trying to 
protect himself from a 


violent Martin. 

“Let’s be clear, just 
because Zimmerman 
wasn’t found guilty does 
not mean he did not 
murder an unarmed 
child,” Amanda Hillard 
wrote. “It doesn’t mat¬ 
ter the race of the child 
it was still an unarmed 
child. There was other 
ways of handling the 
situation than by killing 
him.” 

Many commenters 
questioned the media 
focus on the race of 
both Zimmerman, 
who identifies himself 
as Hispanic but was 
mistakenly referred 
to as “white Hispanic” 
in early news reports, 
and Martin, an African- 
American. 

“I don’t like that 
everything is turned 
into a racism war,” 
Marcella Pittman said 
on The Anderson News 
Facebook wall. “There 
are injustices every¬ 
where no matter who 
you are. Do we really 
need to pull out the race 
card every time some¬ 
thing happens?” 

Verna Meece said she 
doesn’t jump to conclu¬ 
sions over any one head¬ 
line, but takes about 
three days to form an 
opinion based on the 
facts, including the Zim¬ 
merman trial. 

“The U.S. has turned 
into a medicated coun¬ 
try instead of an edu¬ 
cated one,” Verna Meece 
wrote. “These issues 
aren’t hot button topics 
because no one thinks 


they apply to them first, 
and second, empathy 
has taken a back seat to 
apathy a long time ago. I 
say that because instead 
of dealing with small 
things, most people cat¬ 
egorize it as the end of 
the world as they know 
it. The internet has 
fueled that sentiment 
because it’s instanta¬ 
neous and so that’s what 
the media runs with. 
Ratings rule from melo¬ 
drama not facts.” 

Karla Walters Ash¬ 
more agreed that the 
situation was tragic, but 
that from every article 
she read, the state failed 
to make its case against 
Zimmerman. 

“They spent over a 
year in this case and I 
think the jurors made 
the right decision with 
the evidence given to 
them,” Ashmore said. 

“I don’t want someone 
to shoot my child who 
[was] in the wrong place 
at the wrong time but 
I also want the judicial 
system to be fair. 

“Remember six 
women decided and I’m 
sure several were moth¬ 
ers who had to decide 
on something that was 
also close to their heart 
without prejudice.”

FAITH 
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Only Christ can deliver unbiased, perfect justice 


L ast week George 
Zimmerman was 
found not guilty 
in the shooting death 
of Trayvon Martin. Pro¬ 
tests ensued

demonstra¬ 
tions to vio- Brian 

lent mobs Owens 

looking Faith columnist 

to avenge _ 

the death 
of Trayvon Martin 
through the destruction 
of public and private 
property, some even 
attacking innocent peo¬ 
ple to show their disgust 
with the verdict. 

Thankfully, these 
incidents were not indic¬ 
ative of the protesters as 
a whole. 

The media feed¬ 
ing frenzy, however, 
has been stirring ever 


since it smelled blood 
in the water. Accusa¬ 
tions of racial profiling 
and vigilante justice 
were hurled from one 
side of the aisle, while 
victim character assas¬ 
sination and claims of 
self-defense were hurled 
from the other. It seems 
that nearly everyone 
with a public platform 
had an opinion that 
they were all too eager 
to share. 

There are many les¬ 
sons to be learned from 
this that are beyond the 
scope of this column, 
issues such as the racial 
disparity of our nation 
and the excessive influ¬ 
ence of the national 
media on local issues. 

Despite your view of 
who was in the wrong 
during that fateful 
encounter between 
Zimmerman and Mar¬ 
tin, and regardless of 
whether or not you 
believe the jury made 
the correct decision on 


Saturday, there is a com¬ 
mon thread that unites 
all parties involved; it is 
the intrinsic longing for 
justice. 

It’s the sick feeling in 
the pit of our stomachs 
when we watch the eve¬ 
ning news and see the 
reports of a 7-week-old 
baby being hospitalized 
with injuries sustained 
from being shaken near¬ 
ly to death by his birth 
father. It is the despair 
we feel when school 
children are needlessly 
murdered by a madman. 
It is the anger we experi¬ 
ence when we witness 
acts of terror against our 
country. 

It’s also the ire that 
boils within us when we 
read of armed robberies, 
meth labs, home inva¬ 
sions, domestic violence, 
nursing home neglect, 
and child abuse; the 
mistreatment of ani¬ 
mals, school yard bul¬ 
lies, embezzlement and 
Medicare phone scams. 


We are created to be 
a just people. Proverbs 
21:15 tells us that “when 
justice is done, it is a joy 
to the righteous but ter¬ 
ror to evildoers.” But one 
of the effects of sin in 
our world is perverted 
justice. Our judicial sys¬ 
tem is flawed, to say the 
least. There are inno¬ 
cent people in prison 
and guilty people walk¬ 
ing the street. 

Scripture teaches that 
God instituted human 
government as a means 
to restrain and punish 
wickedness (Romans 
13:1-7), but it often does 
not wield the sword 
with equity. Human 
justice isn’t blind, nor is 
it unbiased. Prejudices 
often color our opinions 
and biases distort our 
understanding. 

No matter how 
deeply we long for 
justice and regardless 
of how close we may 
come at times, pure 
untainted justice will 


not be experienced in 
this world. The very 
need for justice, due to 
the reality of human 
wickedness, is indication 
that whatever justice is 
handed down is done so 
imperfectly. 

Nevertheless, there 
will come a day when 
true justice will be wit¬ 
nessed. Revelation 19 
describes a rider on a 
white stallion who will 
“tread the winepress of 
the fury of the wrath of 
God the Almighty” (Rev. 
19:15). This one whose 
name is “King of kings” 
and “Lord of lords” is the 
sovereign Jesus Christ. 
He is the epitome of jus¬ 
tice, and every lawyer, 
judge and jury will bow 
before him (Philippians 
2 : 10 ). 

The most explicit 


display of God’s justice 
is seen at the cross of 
Christ. It is in this event 
that the sins of all who 
trust Christ by faith 
were dealt with in a 
way that extended love 
and yet preserved his 
justice. 

Yes, God’s perfect 
justice will one day be 
handed down for all 
people. No judge or jury 
can thwart its inevita¬ 
bility; and no lawyer, no 
matter how savvy, will 
be able to get you an 
acquittal.

Mudcats roll 
in return 
to diamond 

'Best I have seen them 
play in 3 years'

The Cincinnati area is baseball 
country, but they don’t play a bad 
brand of the game 100 miles south 
either. 

The Central Kentucky Mudcats 
showed that Saturday when they 
swept a double-header at Boone 
County High School, located in the 
Cincinnati suburbs. 

The Mudcats, a local 16-and- 
under team, defeated the Bluegrass 
Lions, 8-3, in the opener, then came 
back to beat the Bluegrass Buzz, 

8-5, in the nightcap. Both opponents 
were teams made up of players 
from Cincinnati and northern Ken¬ 
tucky high schools. 

Because of the high school dead 
period, the Mudcats had not played 
in nearly two weeks. 

“I told the boys, it could have 
been the best I have seen them play 
in three years,” Mudcat coach Chris 
Copenhaver said. “Both of those 
teams had players from nine or 10 
different schools in the Covington- 
Cincinnati area. I think they were a 
little shocked when they found out 
we only had kids from one school 
because neither game was that real¬ 
ly that close.” 

In the opener, Tanner Walker 
gave up two earned runs on six hits 
to lead the Mudcats. Josh Brown 
came on to get the final out. 

“It was by far the best game 
Walker had pitched all summer and 
if his pitch count hadn’t gotten up, 
he would have pitched all seven 
innings,” Copenhaver said. 

Walker’s teammates helped by 
turning three double plays. 

The Mudcat bats smacked 11 hits 
and plated two runs in each of the 
first four innings. “We scored seven 
runs with two outs,” Copenhaver 
said. “I thought the boys did a fan¬ 
tastic job swinging the bats and 
being aggressive.” 

Mason Hardin led the attack with 
three hits while Wesley Jorette, 

Brett Thompson and Eric Welsh all 
had two. 

“Hardin and Welsh had great 
games for us because they really 
stepped up and got some big two- 
out hits that were back-breakers,” 
Copenhaver said. 

Brown came back to pitch five 
innings in the second game, holding 
the Buzz to a pair of runs and five 
hits. “Being off two weeks, Brown 
was a little rusty but he fought 
through it and fought through a 
couple of errors to pick up the win,” 
Copenhaver said. 

Mason Baker came on to pitch the 
final two innings for the save. 

Copenhaver said the Mudcat 
defense was not stellar in the second 
game but the team turned a pair of 
big double plays late in the game. 

Jorette led the attack again with 
three hits and three runs while 
Worth Sparrow reached base four 
times with a hit and three walks. 
Welsh collected a pair of RBI, while 
Dusty Puckett also had a big hit for 
the Mudcats. 

The local team starts winding 
down the summer schedule this 
weekend when it participates in 
a 20-team tournament at Western 
Kentucky University. Copenhaver 
says teams from six states are 
entered. 

Next weekend, the Mudcats will 
host the inaugural Mudcats’ Wooden 
Bat Classic at Anderson County 
High School.

On the fast track to success 


Sims, Duncan to compete 
at AAU national meet

A pair of Anderson County High 
School students hope the fast track 
they are on leads to bigger things 
at the AAU National 
meet. 

Connor Duncan, a 
sophomore, and Alor- 
ra Sims, a freshman, 
are slated to compete 
at the organization’s 
biggest meet, to be 
held July 28-Aug. 3 
at Eastern Michigan 
University in Ypsi- 
lanti. 

Another Ander¬ 
son County runner, 
eighth-grader Elle 
Buser, also qualified 
for the event but has 
elected not to attend, 
according to former 
Anderson coach Robert Meacham. 

Sims, Duncan and Buser quali¬ 
fied for the national meet with 
strong placings at the Region 11 
meet, held at Winton Woods High 


School in Cincinnati on June 29. 

Duncan, running for the Lex¬ 
ington Blazin’ Cats, qualified in the 
boys’ 110-meter hurdles with a time 
of 16.2, then qualified in the 400- 
meter hurdles at 1:03. He will com¬ 
pete in both events at the 15- and 
16-year-old division at the nationals. 

Sims, who is still recovering 
from a leg injury suffered during 
the middle school track season this 
spring, placed third in the 100- 
meter hurdles at 17.54 and was third 
in the 200-meter hurdles at 31.82. 
She competes in the 14-year-old age 
group. 

Sims, a member of the Kentucky 
Elite team, also placed third in the 
triple jump at 32-02.75 and fifth in 
the long jump at 15-06.75. 

Buser, also of the Elite, qualified 
in the 1500-meter run with a time 
of 5:26.36 in the 13-year-old division. 
She placed second in the race. 

The top five finishers in a region¬ 
al event move on to the nationals. 

“That was the hardest race I have 
ever run,” Duncan said of the 400- 
meter race. “That extra 100 meters 
gets everyone.” 

High school hurdlers typically 
run 300-meter races but the AAU 
format is run at the longer Olympic 


distance. Duncan said the number 
of hurdles in the 400-meter race is 
the same as the 300, but the hurdles 
are farther apart and the run 
between the last hurdle and the 
finish line is greater. 

Sims suffered a bone bruise on 
her left femur during a meet at 
Bardstown that forced her to miss 
the regional and state high school 
competition, but she returned to 
the track to win the triple jump at 
the state middle school event. Even 
though Sims says the triple jump 
is her toughest event, it is also her 
favorite. “It involves a lot of tech¬ 
nique,” she says. 

Sims has had to overcome many 
injuries in her career, including bro¬ 
ken ankles when she was playing 
basketball in the sixth and seventh 
grades, then the freak injury last 
spring. Even with the state middle 
school championship, the effects of 
the injury linger on. 

While Sims declares she is fine, 
her mother, Catina Sims, begs to dif¬ 
fer. “She lost a lot of muscle mass 
(after the injury),” Catina Sims says. 
“You can actually see the difference 
in her legs.”

Half of staff filled 
with new faces

Anderson County might 
be the first district favorite 
in Kentucky history where 
you will need 
a roster to 
know the 
coaches. 

The 

Bearcats 
return 19 of 
22 starters 
from last 
year’s 8-3 
team and are generally 
considered one of the top 
Class 5A teams in the state. 
They should be talented, 
deep and experienced. 

Amazingly, it looks like 
there will be as many new 
faces on the seven-man 
varsity coaching staff as 
there are in the starting 
lineup. Such is a simple, yet 
emphatic, reminder of the 
tough economic times and 
that high school sports are 
not immune. 

Over the past few 
months, Anderson head 
coach Mark Peach has had 
to look to replace assistant 
coaches Robert Meacham 
and Jason Dickerson, who 
have found employment 
elsewhere, along with long¬ 
time assistant, Kevin Ray, 
who had coached with 
Peach at Campbellsville 
University and then came 


with Peach when he took 
over at Anderson in 2005. 

Meacham has accepted 
a position at Adair County 
High School, where he will 
be serving as defensive 
coordinator for former 
Anderson assistant Travis 
Gay, now in his third sea¬ 
son as head coach at Adair. 
Meacham will also be the 
head track coach at Adair. 

Dickerson, a former Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky player, 
has accepted a job at Bullitt 
East High School, where he 
was teaching before com¬ 
ing to Anderson County. 


Dickerson said in a Twit¬ 
ter message that his job at 
Anderson County Middle 
School was eliminated but 
he had hoped to move to 
the high school. 

“Unfortunately, a job 
at Anderson County High 
School did not pan out in a 
timely manner,” he said. 

Ray resigned his coach¬ 
ing position in the spring. 
He will continue to teach 
in the Anderson County 
School District. 

School systems cannot 
discuss personnel decisions, 
but Meacham confirmed 


over the weekend that his 
move was about providing 
for his family. 

Meacham had been a 
teacher in the Anderson 
County system but did not 
have teaching tenure and 
lost his job following the 
2010-2011 school year, just 
three months short of earn¬ 
ing that status. He taught 
in the Fort Knox system 
the following year, then 
was working at Franklin 
County High School last 
year while coaching at 
Anderson County. He lost 
his job at Franklin County 
as well. 

He also served as Ander¬ 
son’s track coach and had 
been looking forward to 
coaching what is expected 
to be Anderson’s best track 
team in many years next 
spring. 

The need to move stung 
Meacham. “It was more 
than difficult to leave the 
Bearcat athletes that I have 
grown to love,” Meacham 
said in an e-mail. “They 
are some of the hardest- 
working kids and am hon¬ 
ored to have been given 
the chance to mentor and 
mold them. I can definitely 
see that there will be some 
individual state champion¬ 
ships in the next year even. 
I’ll still be watching for 
sure, I will always consider 
my Bearcat track and field 
athletes my kids so I will 
definitely keep in contact

Anderson County native Howard Sullivan 
called the shots as likable official and umpire

Being a basketball offi¬ 
cial or baseball umpire 
normally is a thankless job. 
Ask anyone who has ever 
officiated. 

However, Howard Sulli¬ 
van of Mercer County was 
unique. He was an official/ 
umpire that everyone 
liked. 

“Even when you didn’t 
agree with him, it was hard 
to be mad. He was that like¬ 
able,” said former Danville 
and Boyle County baseball 
coach David Camic. 

Sullivan, 64, lost a battle 
with lung disease recently. 
His funeral was July 8 with 
burial in the Spring Hill 
Cemetery and I know there 
were numerous coaches 
and officials there to pay a 
final respect to Sullivan. 

Boyle County High 
School principal Will Beg¬ 
ley is president of the Lake 
Cumberland Umpires Asso¬ 
ciation — and proud to call 
Sullivan a friend. He refers 


to him as a “great man” 
that will be missed. 

“Howard had a knack 
for relating to coaches and 
players,” Begley said. “He 
truly loved being involved 
in the game of baseball and 
got me started 20 years ago. 
I worked over 100 games 
with him and was honored 
to work with him during 
his last game in 2009. 

“He told me every time 
I saw him since that he 
missed it. I can assure you 
that area baseball misses 
him more.” 

Sullivan, an Anderson 
County native, loved get¬ 
ting others involved in the 
work he loved. That’s why 
he spent over 25 years as an 
official and umpire. 

He was good at the jobs 
he loved. In 2009, he was 
named the 12th Region 
umpire of the year. He was 
also the first — and still the 
only — umpire from the 
12th Region inducted into 
the Kentucky High School 
Baseball Coaches Asso¬ 


ciation Hall of Fame. That 
honor also came his way in 
2009 

“He worked 23 district 
tournaments, 21 regional 
tournaments, three semi¬ 
state tournaments and 
the KHSAA state baseball 
Tournament in 1996,” Beg¬ 
ley said. 

Sullivan, a Kentucky 
Utilities transmission 
supervisor, normally had 
a smile on his face during 
games. Camic doesn’t think 
he ever had to eject a coach 
from a game. Instead, he 
went out of his way to 
listen to any coach who dis¬ 
agreed with his call — and 
often gave the coach a pat 
on the back after hearing 
all the coach had to say. 

“I remember one time 
when he called my catcher 
out on strikes,” Camic said. 
“When he went back out 
behind the plate, Howard 
told him he was sorry (for 
calling him out). The kid 
couldn’t believe it. But that 
was Howard.” 


Yes, that was Sullivan, a 
deacon at Burgin Christian 
Church. The No Muffins 
Sunday School class at the 
church served as honorary 
pallbearers today at his 
service. 

If you were ever touched 
by Sullivan, you can make 
a memorial contribution 
to Heritage Hospice, POB 
1213, Danville, Ky., 40423 
or the Burgin Christian 
Church, 300 West Main 
Street, Burgin, Ky., 40310, in 
his honor. 

Or even better, just 
remember this kind, 
unique man when you 
are at a game and maybe 
disagree with an official. 
Instead of yelling, just 
think of Sullivan and no 
matter how bad the call 
might have been, you’ll 
smile.

High School to work with 
her AAU team once a week, 
and heads to the Anderson 
County High School track 
several times each week to 
work with her mother, who 
ran track in high school. 
Coming off the injury, Sims 
is careful not to push too 
much just yet. 

Like Sims, Duncan has 
overcome some injuries in 
his past too. As an eighth- 
grader, he suffered broken 
ribs playing football, then 
last year was out for a time 
with mononucleosis. He 
says he is fine now and 


training nearly every day, 
either with his team at 
the Lexington Christian 
Academy track or with his 
personal coach, Christian 
Adair, at Western Hills High 
School in Frankfort. 

Duncan, who set the 
state middle school record 
in the 300-meter hurdles as 
an eighth-grader, and Sims 
both are looking to bigger 
things at the nationals and 
beyond. 

Duncan is confident that 
he can be in the mix of 
things to win the 400-meter 
event at Eastern Michigan. 
“I expect to do good,” he 
says. “I think I have put in 
the practice and the time.” 

His mother, Dawn Dun¬ 
can, believes Connor has a 


shot at a high finish. “In the 
400, if he runs like he can 
and executes, then he can 
make the finals,” she says.

with them and especially 
help them get to the next 
level in regards to recruiting 
and college choices. 

“It came down to needing a 
job in the local area to remain 
at Anderson County, and 
Anderson not finding that 
opportunity for me.” 

Tenure, or “continuing 
service status,” is explained 
in Kentucky Revised Statute 
161.740 as being granted to a 
teacher after four continuous 
years of service in a school 
district or four years of ser¬ 
vice in a six-year window. 
Once a teacher has tenure, 
there is a great deal of job 
security. While teachers with 
tenure can be removed from 
positions, there must be spe¬ 
cific grounds for dismissal as 
spelled out by KRS 161.790. 

For several years, many 
school systems have been fac¬ 
ing budget cuts and have had 
to eliminate both classified 
and certified positions with 
teachers who have not earned 
tenure usually being the first 
to be let go. While they might 
be called back to their previ¬ 
ous jobs or similar ones, noth¬ 
ing is guaranteed and teach¬ 
ers often move on to other 
districts out of necessity. 

While the coaching turn¬ 
over is pronounced at Ander¬ 
son County this year, it is not 
really that unusual, accord¬ 
ing to Peach. 

“We have actually been 
very fortunate here,” said 


Peach, who could only speak 
in general terms. “The older 
I get, you just expect things 
like this. 

“I talk to coaches all across 
the state. There are so many 
young coaches trying to get 
started and it is tough to get 
started if you don’t have ten¬ 
ure.” 

Because of the turnover 
sometimes not being offi¬ 
cial until May, the coaching 
vacancies can create prob¬ 
lems for fall sports. 

Peach adds, “I have con¬ 
tacts all over and they will 
call me to ask, ‘Do you know 
of anyone looking to coach?’ 

I ask them, ‘Do you know of 
anyone?”’ 

Peach says he has no com¬ 
plaints. “We have been very 
fortunate here. I am grateful.” 

For the coming year, Peach 
believes he has filled his staff. 
He’s given returnees Duane 
Hammons, Lucas Shouse and 
Adam Turner some new roles 
and is planning on adding 
some para-professionals. 

“When I was at Han¬ 
cock County (where Peach 
coached a state runner-up 
team), about half of our staff 
was para-professionals. When 
I was at Dunbar, about half 
our staff was para-profession¬ 
als. They can be a big help.” 

Peach says he hated to 
lose his assistant coaches, but 
added that it is a phenome¬ 
non facing high school sports. 
He’s not complaining either. 

“We will just have to do the 
best we can,” he said.
